RECORD levels of people 
returned their electoral 
registration forms this year, 
increasing the number 
residents able to vote in 
Hackney by 10,000. 

Ninety per cent of all homes in 
Hackney have responded to the 
annual canvass, which closed 
on 27 November. 

This is a six per cent increase 
on last year and the highest the 
borough has seen in recent 
times. 

It means that more people are 
now able to vote, with Council 
and Mayoral elections set to be 


held on 6 May 2010. 

Forms were hand-delivered 
through letterboxes in August, 
with reminders sent out in 
recent weeks.

H ackney Empire 
was designed by 
Victorian architect 
Frank Matcham. 
Opened in 1901, it is a fine 
example of a grand, turn- 
of-the-century variety 
house. 

It was a wonder of its 
time, built with central 
heating, electric light, and 
even a small projection 
box. Great names of stage 
and screen such as Charlie 
Chaplin, Marie Lloyd and 
Stan Laurel all appeared at 
the renowned music hall. 

As well as plays, in the 
years between two world 
wars, the Empire produced 
burlesque, variety, and 
pantomime shows. After 
the Second World War, 
stars of radio and record 
came to perform. This 
relationship with new

In the 1960s, the Empire 
was reincarnated once 
again as a Mecca bingo 
hall. Part of the conversion 
resulted in the removal of 
twin domes from the roof. 
However, when the 
building was given a Grade 
II* listing in 1984, Mecca 
was ordered to replace the 
domes. Unable to meet the 
costs involved, it had to 
sell up. Supported by the 
Greater London 
Council, the CAST 
theatre company 
B started a campaign 
to save the Empire 
from closure and 
possible demolition. 
By founding 
companies that 


would later become 
Hackney Empire Ltd, 
CAST was able to buy the 
building and it reopened in 
1986. The group also ran 
successful variety nights at 
the Empire headlined by a 
new breed of alternative 
comedy acts, such as Ben 
Elton, Dawn French, and 
Jennifer Saunders. Griff 
Rhys Jones went on to lead 
the restoration appeal. 

By 2004, the Empire had 
been renovated to include 
a 60-seat orchestra pit, 
studio theatre, educational 
and hospitality facilities, 
plus the Marie Lloyd bar. 

This September, there 
was further dramatic news, 
with the press 
reporting the 
Empire would 
‘go dark for 
nine months’ 
after 

‘accumulating 
more than 
£l.5million of 
debts’. The 
Arts Council 
and Hackney 
Council stepped in 
with an extra 
financial support 
package and Clarie 
Middleton was 
appointed interim 
chief executive to 
help revive the 
historic theatre. 

Clarie has a 


proven track record of 
dealing with similar 
situations, most recently at 
the Bristol Old Vic. 

She explained that, 
following this year’s panto 
- Aladdin - a full 
programme of 
performances will continue 
through January. After that 
‘vital maintenance’ to the 
building will be carried 
out, alongside a business 
restructure of staffing, 
marketing and 
programming. The aim is 
for shows to start 
slowly in early 
summer.

with full programming 
returning from the 2010 
panto onwards. She added: 
“I feel very positive. 
Everyone is rooting for the 
Empire, and this is a real 
opportunity to secure it for 
the next 100 years. But it 
has to become a thriving 
resource for Hackney that 
everyone across London 
wants to visit. Surviving is 
not enough. People need to 


be able to pick up Time 
Out from Hackney to 
Hammersmith and want to 
come here. It’s about 
linking commercial flare 
with serving the 
community.”

A peace 
of Kate’s 
mind...

C AMPAIGNING 
human rights 
charity Amnesty 
International has a 
global reach, but it’s a little 
known fact that its UK 
headquarters are here in 
Hackney. 

“You don’t change the 
world overnight,” says Kate 
Allen, head of Amnesty 
International UK, when we 
meet at her office in the 
Human Rights Action 
Centre in Shoreditch.

“That’s one of the things 
about Amnesty: we set 
massively ambitious goals 
and then we are relentless 
in our pursuit of them.” 

Amnesty was founded 
nearly 50 years ago in 
1961. In that time, it has 


mounted thousands of 
campaigns, but Kate is 
particularly proud of 
persuading the British 
Government to introduce 
legislation controlling the 
sale of weapons 
throughout the world. 
Building on this, the United 
Nations has been working 
on introducing a new Arms 
Trade Treaty, which would 
control the flow of arms 
worldwide. 

She is also proud of 
Amnesty’s contribution to 
getting the death penalty 
abolished in 70 per cent of 
the world. China, Iran, 
Saudi Arabia and America 
however, are among those 
countries that still employ 
capital punishment. 

“China is the worst 
offender,” says Kate. “With 
at least 1,700 executions a 
year and some estimates 
putting the figure at around 
6,000. The precise figures 
are a state secret - but the 
numbers are starting to go 
down - so even in the most 
difficult parts of the world 
we are starting to see 
progress.” 

Victories such as these 
are a ‘tribute’ to all the 
work carried out by the 
charity’s 2.2million 


members worldwide - 
including 250,000 in 
Britain, says Kate. 

She explains: “Amnesty 
has the most 
extraordinarily devoted 
members who take 
whatever action is 
necessary; for example, 
campaigning for an 
individual who is at risk in 
their country - who is 
being tortured or facing the 
death penalty. 

“These are ordinary 
people who stand up for 
justice. We are able to 
galvanise these people 
around the campaigns we 
have and we do make a 
difference in the world.” 

Kate herself is just such 
an ‘ordinary person’: she 


was born and raised in 
London; her father Bill was 
a civil servant and her 
mother Pat did jobs such as 
cleaning to support her and 
her brother Christopher 
and sister Susan. 

“It was almost inevitable 
I would become involved in 
challenging injustices,” she 
says. “Fairness and justice 
were big things in my 
family. We discussed 
politics a lot and had 
strong views on social 
justice.” 

After studying 
philosophy, politics and 
economics at Oxford, she 
worked as a policy advisor 
for the former Greater 
London Council and then 
Haringey Council. She was 


also an elected member of 
Camden Council during 
the 1980s, before moving 
to the Refugee Council for 
13 years and then onto 
Amnesty. 

She’s been the head of its 
UK arm since 2000 and 
oversaw its relocation from 
Islington to new 
headquarters in Hackney 
four years ago. The Human 
Rights Action Centre won 
a Hackney Design Award 
in 2007, and the building 
aims to be ‘a point of 
reference for local social 
activities’. Designed by 
architects Witherford 
Watson Mann, it features 
an auditorium and rooms 
for teaching, displaying 
temporary exhibitions and 


hosting small workshops. 

She says: “It’s great being 
in Hackney and we hope 
that we contribute to the 
vibrancy of the borough. 

“We have a lot of 
exhibitions, talks and films 
going on and bring some 
amazing people into the 
borough. We visit schools 
in the area and have a 
vibrant Hackney and 
Islington group.”

R esidents have

WORK is powering ahead 
on the ‘Mean, Lean and 
Green’ energy centre for the 
2012 Games, according to 
the Olympic Delivery 
Authority (ODA).

OF PARKING PENALTIES 

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN THAT the Council of the London Borough of Hackney 
(the Council) resolved on 25 November 2009 to exercise the powers conferred by 
Section S of the London Local Authorities and Transport for London Act 2008. 

The general effect of the provisions of that Act is to confer farther powers to 
recover any outstanding unpaid parking penalties from persistent evaders of 
these penalties. A general definition of o persistent evader is the owner of a 
vehicle with three or more unpaid penalties that have passed the date by which 
an appeal can be made. 


The farther powers include the following: 

* If a persistent evader's vehicle is located it may be immobilised and 
removed to a car pound even if it is not parked in contravention of parking 
regulations, 

■ A persistent evader's vehicle may not be released from an immobilisation 
device or a car pound until all outstanding penalties have been paid or. where 
applicable, a band is paid and the owner provides the required documentary 
evidence.

Robert Kusmirowski: Bunker, Barbican, 
Curve, until 10 January. 

KUSMIROWSKI’S first UK solo exhibition has 
transformed the Curve into a Second World 
War bunker. Complete with a railway track, 
urinals, rubble, filing cabinets and much 
more, the artist has created an eerie 
unsettling experience. 

As you walk through the dimly lit, warren- 
like set of rooms, documents written in 
Polish litter the place, while plans detailing 


in the past 

the Barbican centre hang from the walls. 

You are at once in the past and in the 
present. The effect is disconcerting. 

This is, of course, heightened by the 
knowledge that it is the same place where 
bombs once fell and obliterated the area.

Collision, Hackney Empire Studio, 

21 November 

PLAYED out in real time in a King’s Cross 
squat, Collision is a charged depiction of 
London’s underbelly, and a comic and 
touching look at human interaction. 

Yuppie Tom comes calling at crackhead D’s 
litter strewn pit to complete a deal. But 
instead of trying to pick up drugs as we 
expect, he has come for a gun - to kill 
himself. D’s plan to mug Tom goes horribly 
wrong when Irish gangster Hoodwink, 
owner of the ‘borrowed’ weapon, shows up. 
As the tension and the story unfolds, D, 
whose crack addled twitches and pendulum 


mood swings are portrayed brilliantly, is 
revealed to be in much deeper than he ever 
should be. Posh Tom, meanwhile, is 
experiencing a life changing epiphany, 
realising that he is fearless in the face of 
death, and suddenly wanting to live. 

A friendship soon develops between the 
unlikely couple. Brilliantly written, and full of 
spot on observations of modern life and 
relationships, the characters are totally 
recognisable and played excellently by the 
stellar cast, made all the more realistic by 
fantastically choreographed fight scenes. 
The shocking but probably inevitable end to 
the play simply left the audience wanting 
more.

Praise for language project 

A PARTNERSHIP project between local health and education 
services has come runner-up in a prestigious national 
award. 

The Children’s Integrated Speech and Language Therapy 
Service (SLT) was honoured in The Guardian’s National 
Public Service Awards in the children and young people 
category. 

Judges praised the project for ensuring Hackney children 
and young people can easily access support services for 
their language and communication needs. 

The service, developed by NHS City and Hackney and The 
Learning Trust, is available in schools, children’s centres and 
early years settings and helps around 3,500 children and 
young people. 

Give malaria a miss 

RESIDENTS planning to travel to an African country for the 
festive season are being encouraged to protect themselves 
against malaria. 

African community groups have been working with the 
Health Protection Agency (HPA) to target people who may 
be heading to a country where malaria is common. 
Holiday-makers are advised to consult their GP or travel 
clinic and follow the advice given before travelling. Visitors 
should also be aware of malaria symptoms, such as flu-like 
illnesses and nausea. 

Martha Osamor, from the Nigerian Organisation of Women, 
said: “Why ruin your holiday and expose you and your 
family to malaria? If you’re going abroad this winter it’s 
extremely important that you take appropriate drugs and 
other preventative measures to reduce the risk of bites.” 
Professor Peter Chiodini, who heads the HPA’s Malaria 
Reference Laboratory, added: “People who were born in 
places where malaria is rife, but who now live in the UK do 
not have immunity. Malaria is a serious illness that can lead 
to death, so it is very important that people plan their trip in

Pinning down ‘the palsy’

T HE man who first 

identified Parkinson’s 
Disease was born 
and raised in 

Hackney, and did much of 
his crucial research here. 

Dr James Parkinson is 
best remembered for his 
1817 essay on what he 
termed ‘the shaking palsy’ - 
the first time the condition 
was identified as a specific 
disease. Born in 1755, at 1 
Hoxton Square, Parkinson 
was the son of an 
apothecary, and followed in 
the footsteps of his father 
John, training at the London 
Hospital in 1776. John died 


in 1784 and James took 
over the family practice, but 
he was soon as involved 
with radical politics as with 
medicine. 

Parkinson championed 
parliamentary and social 
reform as a member of the 
Society for Constitutional 
Information, and the 
London Corresponding 
Society, as well as through a 
number of pamphlets which 
he wrote under the 
pseudonym Old Hubert. 

Following the so-called 
Popgun Plot of 1794, five 
members of the 
corresponding society were 
arrested on suspicion of 
conspiring to assassinate 
George III, and Parkinson 
was summoned to be 


questioned by the Privy 
Council. His evidence 
helped acquit his fellow 
members of High Treason. 

In his professional 
writings, Parkinson often 
highlighted social problems 
such as the need for reform 
in the education and 
employment of children. As 
a churchwarden at St 
Leonard’s, Shoreditch, he 
instigated a register of the 
qualifications and 
behaviour of Sunday School 
children fit and willing to go 
into service. He also ensured 
children’s working 
conditions were monitored. 

For many years he served 
as visiting doctor to Holly 
House, also known as 
Burrow’s Madhouse, in 


Hoxton, signing the 
certificates of insanity. In 
1810, Mary Daintree 
claimed her relatives had 
conspired to confine her 
illegally. Parkinson was 
judged guilty of accepting 
the relatives’ evidence rather 
than Mary’s own. In 
response, Parkinson 
published his ‘Observations 
on the Act for Regulating 
Mad-Houses’ in 1811, 
describing the problems 
involved in gaining direct 
evidence of insanity from 
the patient, and proposing 
new guidelines. 

Parkinson’s great love 
away from work was 
palaeontology, often 
exploring local gravel and 
clay pits. He was a founder 


member of the British 
Geological Society and at 
least five fossils were named 
after him. 

His research into what 
became known as 
Parkinson’s Disease was 
based on six cases he 
observed in Hoxton, 
although he was unable to 
make anatomical 
examinations. Parkinson 
always hoped others would 
continue the work he had 
begun, and in 1876 the 
French neurologist Jean 


Martin Charcot recognised 
the importance of his 
predecessor’s research and 
wrote about ‘la maladie de 
Parkinson’. He lived at 
Hoxton Square until the last 
years of his life when he 
moved to 3 Pleasant Row in 
Kingsland Road, where he 
died on 21 December 1824. 
He was buried at St 
Leonard’s and although his 
grave is no longer there, a 
memorial was erected to 
him by St Leonard’s 
Hospital staff in 1955.

What are the team’s main 
responsibilities? 

The team is responsible for 
conducting wedding, civil 
partnership, naming and re- 
affirmation ceremonies on 
behalf of the Council. These 
take place in Hackney Town 
Hall, and other approved 
venues across the borough, 
including the refurbished 
Stoke Newington Town Hall. 
They carry out the legal 
preliminaries to marriage 
and civil partnership, and 
provide advice and guidance 
to customers. 

In what ways is it 
challenging? 

It’s challenging to make 
every ceremony as fresh as 
the last, even if you 
are doing lOinoneday- 
and keeping a smile on your 
face even if your feet hurt.
